hours.

under advisem ent 
and 
there was no intimation as to when 
their decision will be handed down. 
While tile hearing 
did not neces­ 
s a r y go to the merits of th e govern­ 
m e n t’s case, it was important as b ear­ 
ing on the future conduct of th e case 
If Hie Standard Oil attorneys are sus­ 
t a i n e d Iii their contentions, issue will 
be joined on allegations in tile com­ 
plaint which 
have to do only 
with 
acts of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, which was organized in 
1899 as a holding company to succeed 
the 
Standard 
Oil trust 
agreement, 
which was declared illegal and under 
which the alleged Illegal business of 
the S tan d ard Oil group was carried 
on from 1SS2 to 1899. 
N either will is­ 
sue be joined on alleged Illegal acts 
prior to 1882 
of the thirty-nine

companies which In 1882 e n tered into 
the tru st agreement. 


Th e Next Step in the Case. 


On the other hand, lf the court sus­ 
tains the govern m en t’s contention that 
issues in the case shall not be limited 
to acts of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, organized In 1899, but 
th a t It is pertinent to show the entire 
history of the illegal business methods 
by which the Standard Oil Com pany of 
New Je rse y 
secured a monopoly 
of 
co m m erce in violation of the common

prior to the

Sherm an anti-trust law and in viola­ 
tion of that law since its enactm ent, 
the 
next step will be 
the taking

testim ony on all allegations set forth 
in the 
complaint. 
Counsel for 
the 
governm ent set up that the conspiracy 
in restraint 
of trade did not 
begin 
with the organization of th e Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey in 1899, 
but th a t th e conspiracy had its incep­ 
tion back in 1879; that the conspiracy 
h as been 
a continuing offense, 
and 
th a t every overt act. including the o r­ 
ganization of the 
Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of N ew Jersey, in fu rth eran ce of 
the conspiracy, is a renewal 
of the 
conspiracy as to all of the parties.
